j p robably the finst installed on any su ch 
large .scale. 
On each roof will be 
a .shallow, gla.ss- 
covered box, throu gh which ru n cop p er 
p ip es. The su n’s rays will heat the water 
I to 180 degrees, whereu p on it will be drawn 
I off and held in an insu lated tank , wherein 
I it will lose less than 
7 degrees in 24 
hou rs. The cost of installation is greater 
than that of ordinary heaters, bu t the cost 
of ru nning them shou ld be nil. Plans are 
u nder w a y to install them in other cities, 
and even in the north, engineers say, they 
njte p racticable. 
Thus the sun, alwaj’s a g o o d friend o f 
man, is bent to y et ano ther task in his 
serv ice.

Fire-wag o ns dashing thro ug h the streets, 
sirens screaming , are alwajjs a dang er. No 
no rmal perso n, o ld eno ug h to think at all, 
wo uld dream o f turning in a fire alarm 
ex cept in cases o f dire necessity . 
Yet false alarms in so me cities make up 
as many as 2 0 per cent o f the fire de­ 
partment 8 runs. So many firemen hav e 
been killed in answering these false calls 
that many cities hav e had to take drastic 
measures ag ainst them. 
Po rtland, Ore., attached a sig n, "Think 
— A False Alarm May Co st a Life!’’ to all 
fire alarm bo x es. The number o f alarms 
was cut substantially . Bo sto n placed sirens 
o n bo x es in areas where there were many 
false alarms. This sto pped them almo st 
co mpletely . 
Scho o l-ag e bo y s and g irls are the mo st 
frequent o ffenders. Instructio n seems the 
o nly remedy in their case. They simply do 
no t think, do no t realize the o ften-deadly 
résulte o f their prank. Yet it is seldo m 
malicio us. Teaching the children the seri­ 
o usness o f false alarms wo uld seem to be 
the best answer in cities in which this is 
a pro blem.
